A Washington dispatch says that Sen- 


ator Shwjcr has ck-Et-ci bis beigain for 
the gold mine recently diecovered ncor 
Washington. Tho discevery was made 
by a Georgia miner who induced on ex- 
employe of Senator Sawyer to "grub 
stake" with him. The two together pur- 
chased options on all the property in tbe 
nulghbothocd, and opened eeverel shafts 
on one farm. The qnarlz wliicb they 
mined produced from S12 to $40 a ton 
of eetual rock. 
Senator Sawyer was 


induced to advance 52,000 with which 
to begin operations. Ho was thoroughly 
satisfied with tho result, end finally 
buught tbe farm upon which the quartz 
woe discovered Rfor about $2,000. Ho 
has taken out with crude machinery 
about SOO penny-eights ot reCned [gold, 
and this week he purchased the inter- 
ests of the discoverers and now contro.'s 
tbe entire property. Tbe senator's in- 
vestments in this venture foot up to 
about £10,000 thus far. Ho has con- 
tracted for 500,000 feet ot lumber, to to 
delivered by way ol the Chesapeake it- 
Ohio Oanal from his mills in Wisconsin 
and is preparing to stait a town nroucd 
his property. The place is about fiftern 
miles from Washington and every acre 
in the vicinity has been sold outright or

olorks of tho swindled Ilrni nro abla to as- 
certain tho facts, and in most cases they 
aro not, they would not ho triritod to do 
so. There might havo boon complicity 
and collusion between tho absconder and 
thorn. What thon? Why, tho export ac- 
countant is called in nnd tho books turned 
over to him. There nro abo'ut ono hundrod 
of those men of tho highest class who 
have their headquarters in this city. 


Ono of this small fraternity of osport 


accountants, who has boon in tbe business 
for ovor a quarter of a century, recently 
Savo n reporter a littlo insight into Iho 
mystorlos of his craft, supplemented by 
personal oxpyrionces. 


"One of tbo things about tho discovery 


o£ fraudulent mouey transactions," said 
this book-kooping dotociivu, "such as orr.. 
bozjslomonts und 1'orgorios by trastod om- 1 
ployes, that strlko* tbo tnibusiness-liko 
mind as poccliar, is that tbo swindler, al- 
thoiiRh having exclusive- charge of tho 
books, and being adroit enough to steal 
for a considerable period, and at tho samo 
timo conceal evidence of bis theCt-t on the 
books, should loavo on them n rocord of 
his crimo patent to tho expert accountant. 
But tho answer to this is that it is nn im- 
possibility for a dishonest book-k^opor — 
and his opportunitioi aro by far tho best 
—to so covor up his trac!;s that an export 
can not discover 1bom—that is, unless tho 
books find papers aro destroyed, which is 
proof positive ot fraud on its faco.

Method No. 1— ab- 


stracting goods or monoy without record;

An affirmativo answer from the 


creditor is, of courso, a suro'clow. But it 
tho books bavo boon kopt so tbat to all 
nppcarancos tho cash is right, and yot Ihe 
accountant finds that some defalcation 
must exist because of tho difference shown 
by tbo trial balance, ho very frequently 
discovers that shipments havo boon mado, 
and uo copios ot bills retained nor entries 
of them put down. Ho at onco compares 
tho original shipping rocoipt books with 
original entry of-sales, or 'chocks thorn 
ofr,' as it is 
cnllod. 
Horo again, of 


courso, if thoro is any discrepancy or 
omission, we have positive proof of crook- 
odnoss. 


"S- ' dling method No. 1—by receiving 


cash and keeping no entry at all—is gen- 
erally practiced by bunglers and novices 
who bocomo dishonest through force of 
circumstances. Such frauds can nearly 
always 
bo discovorod in ono of two 


ways; oithor by moans of falsa additions 
or 
by 
supplying fictitious accounts. 


False additions, of course, aro very easy 
to discover. Whoro fictitious accounts 
aro employed tho export ofton has great 
difficulty In unraveling them. 
For in- 


stance, I frequently havo found on lodgers 
tbo namos of fictitious firms credited with 
money and chargad with small bills of 
goods, whore tbo actual shipments wore 
to somo boon fldo firm, and for much 
largor amounts. In this case tho export 
can only find out by extensive latter 
writing to whom coods woro shipped on a 
certain dato. The firms can toll, or course, 
by their books, whothor they rocoivod 
goods of tho sort in controversy about tha 
time ot tho fictitious shipment. Some- 
times, however, it involves an ondloss 
amount of inquiry, running through all 
kinds of clover and complicated dishon- 
esty, to got tho wholoskoin otsuch frauds 
in hand. 
But exposure is inevitable, 


sooner or later. The swindler can falsify 
bis trial balanco so that to a casual ob- 
fiorvor tho books will appear correct, but 
bo can not by any ipossibility so falsify 
all the books, vouchers and cash accounts 
and records involved as to ultimately 
oludo tho dotoctivo ability of anoxport 
accountant. 


"As to tho longth oC timo It takos to 


straighten out books that have boon doc- 
torod depends altagothor, or in a groat 
part, upon tho shrewdness with which 
the fraud has boen porpotratod. Somo 
accounts can ho straightened out in 0110 
or two wooks; others may tako months. 
I havo worked over sovon months on ono 
sot of books beforo I could bring ordor 
out of tho ohaos into which they bad boon 
put. 
Then, besides tho todious examina- 


tion of the books, an. export accountant 
must rosort to now and ingou ious devices. 
This is what lends zost to tho monotony 
of bis dry researches. 


"Very ofton in tho examination ot a sot 


o£ books tho export moots somo intorost- 
ing features. It is a fact that the public 
hoars of only a small porcontago ot the 
cases ot dishonest dealings. Frauds oft- 
on aro covered up for porsonal, social, 
political and 
othor 
reasons. 
I havo 


worked on as many as eight casefl in one 
voar. and found crookod work in thorn 
all, but In only ono case, and that whoro 
tho fraud was small and insignificant, did 
tho business house uso my findings to 
prosocute tho offender.''
